| visited my bank vault and examined my Pine tree Noe 12 (Crosby 6- K) and the data with it 
and elsewhere. 

It was in a Green Collection envelope. It was not listed in the Mehl inventory of the Newcomer 
collection so Green must have acquired it elsewhere, probably through Raymond. It is 
definitely not a Brand coin. | either showed it to Noe or sent it to him promptly on acquiring it. It 
was exhibited at ANS around 1990. 

| examined the reverse and it is quite weak and for that reason it seems that Crosby decided 
not to try to illustrate the reverse. The coin is the same piece as the Crosby obverse 
illustration as there are no different characteristics. To account for its 68 grain weight a little 
silver was apparently stolen from it at the circumferential edge (not noticeable) during 
circulation. It has even been accused of being a counterfeit but the fact that it has five mirror 
image Ns has to be merely a die maker's inexperience which no counterfeiter would do. The 
reference to it in the 

Historical Magazine as being from the Castine hoard seems specific. 

If you have any reason to feel these comments are questionable or need further amplification 
please let me know.
